Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
3'-ear  1962. 

The  Population  of  Gower  is  increasing  year  by  year, 
it  has  now  reached  12,810,  an  increase  of  290  from  the  previous 
year. 


This  is  the  residential  population,  but  at  holiday  times 
is  several  times  higher,  and  the  people  who  visit  Gower  come 
not  only  from  Britain  but  also  from  foreign  parts.  It  will  be 
realised  that  the  mixing  of  these  people'  can  be  potentially 
dagerous  from  an  epidemiological  point  of  view,  and  facilities 
provided  should  be  adequate. 

The  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  in  Glamorgan  in  1962  cast 
its  shadow  over  our  area.  We  immediately  took  vigorous  action 
and  a very  high  proportion  of  the  population  were  vaccinated 
against  Small  Pox. 

I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department.  One  works  with  staff  and  accepts  as  a 
natural  thing  their  loyalty,  but  I think  it  is  only  right  to 
acknowledge  this  and  thank  them  for  giving  first  class  service.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  CHIEF  INDUSTRIES 


The  Gower  area  is  chiefly  agricultural  with  the  exception  of 
the  North  Eastern  end  on  the  Peninsula,  which  is  industrial  in 
character.  Due  to  the  charms  of  the  area  there  is  a very  large 
influx  of  visitors,  especially  during  the  summer  months,  and 
the  health  facilities  should  be  such  as  to  adequately  deal  with 
this  population.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  Gower 
population  is  constantly  increasing. 


The  population  find  employment  on  the  land,  catering  for 
visitors,  and  a large  percentage  of  the  male  population  find 
employment  in  the  Llwchwr  area  where  they  are  engaged  in  the 
Steel,  Tin  and  Coal  Trades. 

At  the  Penclawdd,  the  cockle  industry  absorbs  approx- 
imately 200  people.  The  estuary  is  polluted,  and  the  industry 
should  be  safeguarded  by  adequate  public  health  control.  At 
the  present  time  there  are  6 cockle  sterilization  plants 
operating  in  the  Penclawdd  area.

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The  estimated  resident  population  of  the  district  mid- 
year 1962  is  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  12,810,  an  in- 
crease of  290  from  the  previous  year. 


The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  for  the  year 
1962  was  218 — 121  males  and  97  females.  The  previous  year 
108  males  and  116  females  were  registered. 


3 illegitimate  male  and  3 female  births  were  registered, 
and  the  still  births  numbered  4 legitimate  and  1 illegitimate. 


The  birth  rate  for  Gower  shows  a very  slight  decrease 
for  1962,  being  17‘02  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
as  compared  with  17’89  in  the  previous  year. 


The  net  total  deaths  after  allowing  for  inward  and  out- 
ward transfers  amounted  to  139,  of  which  77  were  males  and  62 
females.  Total  deaths  in  1961  was  198,  showing  a decrease  of 
59  deaths. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  for  1962.

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DEATHS  FROM  CIRCULATORY  DISEASES 

It  will  be  noted  that  65  deaths  out  of  a total  of  139  deaths 
are  classified  as  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system.  This  is  a 
very  high  number  and  I think  that  an  effort  should  be  made 
to  reduce  this  high  percentage. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

There  have  been  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  this  year. 
The  last  case  reported  was  in  the  year  1950. 

Since  the  new  Health  Scheme  this  is  under  the  control  of 
the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

General  Practitioners  in  the  Administrative  County  who 
participate  in  the  County  Council’s  Scheme  for  Diphtheria  Im- 
munisation and  Vaccination  against  Smallpox  may  obtain 
serum  and  vaccine  free  of  cost  from  the  Medical  Research  Coun- 
cil’s Laboratories  at  Cardiff  and  Carmarthen. 

It  may  be  thought  that  there  is  no  necessity  to  continue 
diphtheria  immunisation  in  an  area  like  ours  where  a case  of 
diphtheria  has  not  occurred  since  1950.  The  reason  we  have  not 
had  a case  is  due  to  the  intensive  immunisation  practised  by  us. 

If  diphtheria  immunisation  ceases,  it  will  only  have  a 
comparatively  short  time  to  be  back  in  the  bad  old  days. 

Scarlet  Fever 

No  cases  notified  to  my  department  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

6 cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  to  the  depart- 
ment for  the  year  1962,  giving  a rate  of  26‘9  per  thousand  total 
live  and  still  births. 

Measles 

48  cases  reported. 

There  were  no  other  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified. 
In  1961  there  were  274  cases  in  all,  and  1962  has  proved  the  best 
record  over  a number  of  years.

THE  CARE  OF  THE  AGED 

The  District  Nursing  Service,  and  Home  Help  Service, 
provided  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  are  a boon  to  the 
aged. 


It  is  very  desirable  that  proper  housing  conditions  should 
be  provided  for  the  aged  and  that  they  .should  be  kept  in  their 
homes  as  long  as  possible. 

Some  means  should  be  found  of  helping  families  to  retain 
their  aged  in  their  homes  rather  than  sending  them  to  Public 
Institutions — of  course  it  is  necessary  in  certain  cases  that  aged 
and  infirm  people  may  have  to  go  into  suitable  Institutions. 

Poliomyelitis.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being 
done.  The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  depart- 
ment of  Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  hoped  ev^entually  to 
combat  this  disease. 

This  is  a good  illustration  of  “Prevention  is  better  than  cure”. 

LUNG  CANCER 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  during  the  year 
was  5,  4 males  and  1 female.

SMOKING  AND  DISEASE 


The  best  way  to  avoid  contracting  cancer  of  the  lung  is 
not  to  start  smoking,  and  if  one  is  a smoker,  the  risk  can  be 
lessened  by  making  an  effort  to  abstain  from  tobacco. 

Tire  heavy  smoker  may  state  that  he  enjoys  his  cigarette 
so  much  that  he  cannot  give  up  his  enjoyment.  Against  this  it 
must  be  remembered  that  a corpse  whose  death  was  due  to  lung 
cancer  due  to  smoking  is  incapable  of  enjoying  the  fragrance  of 
the  weed.

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Hospitals — The  Gorseinon  General  and  Maternity  Hospital 
and  Garngoch  Hospital  are  under  the  control  of  the  Glantawe 
Regional  Hospital  Board.
